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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 7/14/2003 is acknowledged by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
5,914,493 (Morita et al.) disclose a load lock device for introducing substrates into a vacuum 
chamber comprising a load lock chamber (3) having an input side (the left side of chamber 3 in 
figure 1) and an output side (the right side of chamber 3 in figure 1), a vacuum chamber (8), an 
atmosphere area (1), a gate valve (2) on the input side, a gate valve (5) on the output side, and a 
vacuum door (part of gate valve 2) having a closure element having a contact surface but lacks 
the drive device for the closure element arranged from the view point of the atmosphere area 
behind a plane that extends through the contact surface of the load lock chamber and the plane 
lies vertical to the axis of the input side opening. U.S. Pat. No. 6056266 (Blecha) discloses a 
closure comprising a first actuator (9), a second actuator (17), and a closure door (20) but lacks 
the drive device for the closure element arranged from the view point of the atmosphere area 
behind a plane that extends through the contact surface of the load lock chamber and the plane 
lies vertical to the axis of the input side opening. Moreover, the combination of Morita et al. and 
Blecha would not arrive at Applicant's claimed invention.
